Sur- 
veys made recently seem to indicate 
that dealers in those sections had 
not looked forward to any great in- 
creases and they feel sure they will 
get a fair share of automobile busi- 
ness the balance of the year. 

The price situation remains the 
same and there are no further re- 
visions expected at the present time. 
Of course, a company now and then 
may reduce its prices as a matter 
of expediency in order to clear out 
its stocks. Later in the fall some 
reductions may be fothcoming as 
some of the makers complete plans 
for bringing out new models. 


KEEN DEMAND DEVELOPS 
FOR TEXTILE SUPPLIES 


Greenville, S. C., ine 18.—What 
is considered to be the forerunner 
of improved business conditions is 
the keener demand for automobile 
supplies, according to officials of 
the Southern Weaving Company of 
this city, dealing exclusively in au- 
tomobile supplies manufactured 
from cotton. This is the only au- | 
tomobile supply mill in the South. 

The greater demand is due to in- 
creased production of cars’ by 
Northern manufacturers, and which 
during the early part of the summer 
was reduced to a minimum. In or- 
der to fill their demand manufac- 
turers are now being forced to buy 
large quantities of textile goods.

U. S. Rubber Sets Record 
Detroit Traffic Leads

OW far is this price cutting business going in the auto- 

mobile industry? 

This is a question being asked, not only by Detroiters, 
but practically every one in the United States. In fact, aside 
from murders and racketeer slayings, it seems to be the prin- 
cipal topic of conversation. 

We wanted to know all about it ourselves, so we visited 
most of the factories and asked a lot of questions. We found 
that it is not the intention of the majority of the factories 
to make price revisions at the present time, although two or 
three more announcements may be expected. 

One executive said that it was not the practice to reduce 
prices when the industry, as a whole, was on a rather low 
production basis. It costs more to make motor cars when 
production is down to a low figure that when it is high. 
Thus it will be seen that no general reductions are in sight.

OSEPH F. O'SHAUGHNESSY, who conducts affairs of 
] the United States Rubber Company in this city, reports 
that his organization smashed all records last month, when 
sales of Unjted States tires broke a five-year record. 

Slightly more than a year ago United States tire activi- 
| ties were concentrated in Detroit. Much new machinery was 
| installed in the large plant on East Jefferson Avenue and the 
company started out after business. That they were ex- 
tremely successful is clearly shown, not only by the record 
made last month, but the record made all during the present 
year.

ETROIT now comes to the front and boasts of a traffic 
record. The police department has made a report in 
which the corner of Grand River Avenue and Grand Boule- 
vard is characterized as the busiest intersection in the world, 

Police reported 54,066 vehicles pass through the inter- 
section between 7 a. m. and p. m. The survey showed 
that traffic in Grand River Avenue has increased 20 per cent. 
in two years. Experts agree that grade separation is the 
only thing that affords a solution of the problem at the inter- 
section. 

Now that Detroit is claiming the busiest corner, New 
York, Cleveland, Chicago and Los Angeles should step for- 
ward with their figures.

One point that struck 
me is that the chain store idea, ex- 
cept in the case of some English 
restaurants and where the Wool- 
worth stores had entered, has ap- 
parently not taken any strong hold 
in Britain, or in such points on the 
Continent as our party touched.”

P. A. jobbers, presents each month 
for a year a series of advertisnig 
aids including indoor and outdoor 
signs, newspaper mats and direct 
mail copy. Each month an individ- 
service operation is featured 
with the idea of capitalizing on the 
fact that certain jobs are recognized 
as being seasonable in character. 


At this season of the year the 
following items and _ operations 
should be suggested at every good 
opportunity. The list is by no 
means complete, but merely serves 
to indicate by typical examples, the 
ease with which both service and 
accessories can be sold as seasonal 
needs. 

For vacation needs, sell: Visors, 
awnings, windshield wings, goggles, 
electric fans, tow ropes, seat covers, 
fire extinguishers, tires, tubes, tools, 
tape, tube-vulcanizing outfits, tube- 
repair kits, valve insides, lamp 
bulbs, spark plugs, pumps, trunks, 
luggage carriers, trouble lights, tire 
gauges, flashlights. 

In extreme heat: Check water in 
lubri- 


battery, clean cooling system, 

cate frequently, inspect fan belt, 
inspect water-pump, and sell elec- 
tric fans, awnings, visors, tires, 
tubes. 

On wet and slippery days: Ad- 
just and _ vreline’ brakes, _ repair 
chains, inspect windshield wiper, 
and sell, windshield wipers, chains, 
top dressing, auto soap, polish, 


sponges, chamois. 


IN its fight on all kinds of noises, 

New York city’s Health Depart- 
ment has invited automobile horn 
manufacturers to serve as a sub- 
committee which will draw up speci- 
ficationes for a less raucous horn. 

The type of horn desired in New 
York is one which will give ample 
warning without being unnecessarily 
noisy. According to studies thus far 
made, the average horn is far more 
noisy than needs be, afd it has been 
developed that it need not be star- 
tling to be effective. When the new 
specifications are drawn, no horn 
will be permitted to exceed them 
in actual noise production. 


A survey of margins, operating 
expenses and profits of chain stores 
is being conducted by the Bureau 
of Business Research, Harvard Uni- 
versity. The survey is similar to 
others conducted by the bureau in 
the field of distribution, and has 
been indorsed by the National Chain 
Store Association. 

NEW CONCERN CHARTERED 

Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 18.—Flem- 
ing Tire and Vulcanizing Company, 
which proposes to deal generally 
wholesale and retail in automobile 
tires, tubes, accessories and equip- 
ment of all kinds, has been char- 
tered with an authorized capital of 
$50,000, of which the subscribed 
stock is $300.

Rapidly Expanding 


Rapid expansion in the consump- 


tion of chromium, begun in 1922, 
has continued in recent years, and 
present indications are for further 


increase in consumption, says Lewis 
A. Smith, in a review of the situ- 
ation made public by the United 
States Bureau of Mines, Department 
of Commerce. The most noteworthy 
developments include the extensive 
adoption of chromium plating, 
especially for automobile parts; the 
increased utilization of rustless iron 


and steel and_nickel-chromium 
steel: and the further substitution 
of chromite refractories for mag- 


nesite refractories, due to a favor- 
able price differential. The tan- 
ning industry appears to be turning 
more and more toward chromium 
reagents. The demand for chrom- 
jum pigments seems to have been 
maintained. 

Shipments of chromite from mines 
in the United States in 1928 were 
more than three times those in 
1927, but were still relatively insig- 
nificant. Favorable development of 
the large chromite deposits of 
Southern Rhodesia continued in spite 
of the lack of adequate transporta- 
tion, and a record output of 195,918 
long tons was made in 1928. The 
rapid development of the Transvaal 
chromite area was a leading event 
in the Union of South Africa in 
1928. Further discoveries of chro- 
mite have been made in Canada and 
Indo-China, the latter being the 
more important at the present state 
of development, although of lower 
grade. The promising Baluchistan 
deposits of British India continued 
to develop favorably, and Soviet in- 
terests were actively engaged in an 
attempt to rehabilitate the Ural 
chromite industry. The deposits 
of the Shetland Islands, Scotland, 
are still working, and the concen- 
trated product appears to be suit- 
able for pigment manufacture. In

The development of successful 
electri¢ smelting methods for mak- 
ing stainless steels direct from 
chromite and iron ore may lead to 
a solution of the metallurgical dif- 
ficulties in attempting to handle the 
chromiferous nickel iron ore depos- 
its of the lateritic type. The known 
reserves in these deposits are so 
large that they indicate a source 
upon which a stable and lasting 
industry might be built. 

In the United States 368 long 
tons of chromite were mined dur- 
ing 1928,and 660 tons were shipped. 
compared with fifty tons mined 
and 201 tons shipped in 1927, The 
United States imported 216,592 long 
tons of chromite during 1928, a de- 
crease of 5,768 tons from the 222,- 
360 tons imported in 1927. In 1927 
the United States imported 55 per 
cent. of the total world production, 
but in 1928 only about 49 per cent. 
of the probable world output of 
about 442,000 tons. Southern 
Rhodesia, exporting through Portu- 
guese East Africa, again furnished 
more than half of the total United 
States imports; the quantity im- 
ported from this source in 1928 was 
112,073 long tons, or nearly 17,000 
tons less than in 1927.

down, but the fast work speed is 
again resumed as soon as the cam 
is finished. 

When the first cam has been 
ground to size, the timing mechan- 
ism automatically causes the work 
cradle to swing forward and the 


wheel base to move backward to its 
starting position rapidly. The table 
traverses, bringing the second cam 
on the shaft to grinding position 
and at the same time the master 
cam roller moves in line with the 
second cam on the master. From 
this point on the cycle of operations 
is exactly the same as with the first 
cam on the shaft. This is auto- 
matically repeated for each cam. 
After the last cam on the shaft is 
finished the wheel base moves to 
its extreme backward position, the 
work cradle swings away from the 
roller, the carriage moves a short 
distance and stops. In this manper 
all movements are stopped except- 
ing the work rotation which it is 
necessary for the operator to stop 
prior to unloading the machine 

The operator then changes 

shafts, starts the machine and has 
ample time to unload, load and 
start a second, third and sometimes 
fourth machine before it is time to 
reload the first again. 
If, for example, the first 
ground from left to right the 
second shaft may be ground from 
right to left without changes of any 
kind as the automatic movements 
function with the work carriage 
traversing in either direction. Tru- 
ing the grinding wheel is accom- 
plished by a hydraulically driven 
diamond. The wheel may be trued 
without disturbing the work and the 
setting of the diamond need not be 
disturbed after each truing of the 
wheel. 

The work table traverses hydrau- 
lically. The work cradle is swung 
out of contact with the master cam 
roller by hydraulic power and 
hydraulic power cushions its return 
movement. The wheel feed is hydrau- 
lically controlled and  hydranlie 
power is utilized as has been noted 
before in the truing of the grinding 
wheel.
